REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. The prior 
art cited on the PTO-892 disclose setting an optimum recording power in an information recording apparatus. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record considered as a 
whole fails to teach or suggest a method or apparatus for determining a recording power of a radiation beam for 
recording information onto a recording medium operated at a user-desired speed, comprising: under operation of 
multiple test speeds in turn, determining an optimum recording power corresponding to the test speed being 
operated, respectively; fitting the corresponding optimum recording powers versus of the test speeds to generate a 
function of speed; and calculating the recording power by applying the user-desired speed in the function of speed.
